Hard-Fought Battle For Prosperity of 
Country Districts Still Somewhat in 
Dout>t Yesterday Afternoon—Believ­ 
ed to Have Been Carried—Los An­ 
geles Was Hostile to the End. 


News at 2 o'clock yesterday after­ 
noon from J. L. Matthews, campaign 
chairman of publicity, was to the ef­ 
fect that the bond issue had carried by 
231 votes. 


The result of the flood control bond 
election in this valley was as follows:' 
Covina consolidated precinct, yes 321, 
no 107; Covina outside precinct (Giv­ 
en's), yes 137; no 16; Lark Ellen school, 
yes 227, no 68; Charter Oak, yes 124, 
no 4; Azusa city, yes 197, no 126; Azu- 
sa outside, yes 110, no 40; Glendora, 
yes 270, no 60; Glendora outside, yes 


108, 
no 4; Lordsburg, yes 193, no 42; 
Puente and West Covina, yes 149; no 


124. 


While the upper San Gabriel valley 
voted a good majority for the bond 
election, the vote was not heavy on ac­ 
count of the rainy day, and also bo- 
cause many were apathetic and indif­ 
ferent, in spite of the earnest campaign 
that had been waged for the bond issue. 
If the country districts had in reality 
taken the election at heart, the lead 
over Los Angeles city would have been 
a very considerable and satisfactory 


one.

As to the possibility of bond buyers 
being timid about accepting the issue, 
Attorney O'Melveny, loading attorney 
for bond houses in Los Angeles, has 
repeatedly said during the campaign 
that the bonds will be entiroly valid, 
and that the market would be recep­ 
tive to them if they.passed by a ma­ 
jority. The question of the contsitu- 
tionality of the issue is largely based 
on the clause in the Baker act which 
allows for the passing of the bonds by 
a majority vote instead of a two-thirds 
vote. It is stated that there are plenty 
of precedents in the statutes 
where 
similar bond issues for assessment dis­ 
tricts have stood legal on a majority 
vote.

The 
opponents of the bonds have promised 
that a recount will be asked for. 
A

issue. 
Lon'g Beach gave the bonds a 
majority of 6000. The people of that 
city made a holiday of Tuesday, and at 
one time during the day blow the fire 
whistle for a hour to lend excitement 
to the occasion and get the people out.

Angeles city gave a majority for the 
bonds, with the exception of Santa Mon­ 
ica.

Shippers say that if a couple of weeks 
of fair weather can be hud ut once, the 
fruit picked in California during that 
time will go into a very receptive and 
satisfactory market.

Twenty-one of tho young men of Co­ 
vina valley have enlisted in the 24th 
company, second provisional regiment, 
coast artillery, national guard L*. S. A. 
The men drill every Wednesday night 
in Coolman's hall by officers from Mon­ 
rovia, whore tho company is stationed. 
More enlistments are in sight, accord­ 
ing to tho officers, and it is promised 
that tho Covina contingent will bo re­ 
cruited to four squads, a full platoon 
of 35 men. 


Captain Charles O. Brown of the 21th 
company, assisted by his officers, has 
been carrying out a well-defined plan 
of enlistment 
throughout the valley. 
The company at Monrovia now has 10(1 
men, which is more than one company 
is required to contain, and the recruit­ 
ing was done through the enthusiasm 
of the business men of that city lust 
summer.

Tho coast artillery companies will be 
stationed at Fort MucArthur, Sun Pe­ 


dro,

of daily drill at the coust will be given 
the companies each summer. 
The men 
will not be taken away from home ex­ 
cepting in tho event of war, and lit 
that event they will not bo takon very 
far from home, according to the plans 
of defonse, as the coast artillery be­ 
longs to tho Immobile contingent, and 
is kept in the forts. None of the men 
can be transferred to other commands 
excepting at their own request. While 
they are grouped as a regiment, the 
contingents are in reality not in coali­ 
tion, but are separate units. The in­ 
fantry formation is used for conven­ 
ience in times of peace, and the men 
are drilled in the manual of infantry. 
Much of the work that will later be re­ 
ceived will be with the big guns, and 
will call for a certain aruourit of mathe­ 
matical ability. 


When the town arid country of this 
valley wakiv.i up to the fact that a 
compuny of soldiers is in process of 
formation, it is thought that local pride 
will be aroused, and that it will receive 
the warm support of the people.

THE WORLD

C H A P T E R X V . 


W e spent t h e morning crawling across 
the P l a i n of Esdraelon, and about noon 
b e g a n a s c e n d i n g t h e hill t o N a z a r e t h . 
I t w a s a long, w i n d i n g climb, over a 
difficult road. 
N a z a r e t h is situated on 
a sort of plateau. I t is a town of a b o u t 
t e a thousand people, a n d h a s several 
substantial 
school buildings a n d hos­ 
pitals erected b y various churches. H e r e 
aTe found m a n y 
places v e n e r a t e d for 
t h e i r Biblical associations. The Church 
of t h e Annunciation is supposed to b e 
erected on t h e site of M a r y ' s house a n d 
the scene of t h e Annunciation. 
The 
L a t i n church in t h e Moslem q u a r t e r of 
the town h a s possession of the " W o r k ­ 
shop of J o s e p h " and the " T a b l e of 
C h r i s t , " a t which he dined w i t h his 
disciples before a n d after t h e resurrec­ 
tion. 
T h e 
M o u n t of Precipitation, 
w h e r e t h e people sought to cast Christ 
down, i s plainly 
visible 
from 
Naza­ 
r e t h ; 
there is a L a t i n 
church on i t s 
summit. 


We left N a z a r e t h a t four o'clock in 
the morning, recrossed t h e P l a i n of Es­ 
draelon, and Arrived a t Afuleh, 
where 
w e missed our t r a i n — t h e only one for 
that day—for Damascus. T u r k i s h t r a i n s 
run on peculiar schedules. 
T h i s 
t r a i n 
w a s supposed t o leave H a i f a f o r D a m 
aseus each day a t sunrise. 
Occasionally 
the conductor, or some other 
official, 
decided t o s t a r t an hour or more e a r 
Her, a n d this w a s done w i t h o u t any 
notice t o t h e public. Something of t h e 
k i n d h a d evidently 
happened 
on t h e 
morning w e tried t o catch t h e train, 
for 
though we arrived a t Afuleh i n 
good time, w e found t h e t r a i n h a d gone. 


H a v i n g dismissed our guide, w h o re­ 
t u r n e d to Jerusalem w i t h t h e t w o horses 
and pack-mule, w e sat down t o contem 
p l a t e t h e position. I t looked as though 
w e w e r e doomed to spend a d a y a n d 
n i g h t a t Afuleh, which consisted mere 
ly of a station a n d n a t i v e shop. A S y r 
i a n lace m e r c h a n t a n d a y o u n g N e w 
Y o r k J e w , a commercial traveller, were 
also left behind. 
I n our d i l e m m a w e 
telegraphed to t h e director of t h e rail 
Toad and obtained h i s permission t o go 
b y freight train to Damascus. 
W e de 
elined t o take a d v a n t a g e of this con 
.. cession, however, when the freight con 
ductor consigned us to an open car ex­ 
posed to a steady downpour of rain 


W e spent the day w a l k i n g the'sleep 
ers in front of t h e station, a n d w e n t 
to H a i f a for t h e n i g h t on t h e t r a i n t h a t 
arrived from Damascus l a t e i n t h e a f 
ternoon. W e h a d l a n d e d in H a i f a when 
w e 
first set foot in P a l e s t i n e , a n d our 
second coming completed a small cir 
cuit. 
T h e n e x t d a y wo took t h e train 
t h a t 
leaves a t sunrise for 
Damascus 
T h e only t h i n g a T u r k i s h t r a i n h a s t o 
offer i n t h e w a y of accommodation i s 
p l e n t y of time. I t h a s n ' t a single con 
venience I can t h i n k of. I actually saw 
one t r a i n stop t o allow t w o ducks t e 
cross the t r a c k ! A conductor threaten 
, ed t o t h r a s h me because I m a d e fun of 
h i s little engine and cars b y r u n n i n g 
b a c k w a r d s beside his train and winning 
the race to the station. 


The Sea of Galilee is a glassy, stag 
nant-looking b o d y of- w a t e r , a n d when 
w e s a w it, w a s as calm a s a plate of 
soup'. I t w a s so peaceful t h a t one could 
h a r d l y realize t h a t i t w a s capable of 
t h e storms described in t h e Bible; I 
w a s told, however, t h a t 
these 
storms 
still occur. 
T h e R i v e r J o r d a n , 
which 
looks 
like 
a 
Southern 
California 
" w a s h " i n winter, h a s i t s source in 
t h e sea. Richardson a n d I w a l k e d down 
" t o t h e b a n k s of t h e swift-rushing little 
stream a n d filled a bottle with a sample 
of its water. This fluid looks a n d t a s t e s 
like a n y other w a t e r , b u t I have done 
nothing b u t give portions of m y sample 
a w a y ever since. 


Beyond t h e J o r d a n t h e railroad cross­ 
es a v a s t plain which produces nothing 
b u t rocks. I d o n ' t think I ever saw so 
m a n y boulders before. I d i d n ' t see n 
suggestion of vegetation or a sign of 
life in the entire 
distance 
from 
t h e 
J o r d a n t o Damascus. 
W e 
travelled 
across this weary expanse with a Greek 
priest who spoke English, a n d a female 
missionary of tho Church of 
E n g l a n d 
who h a d spent m a n y years of her life 
in a village east of the J o r d a n . 


Damascus is t h e oldest city in t h e 
world, and possesses over half a million 
i n h a b i t a n t s . I t is famous for its pic­ 
turesque m a r k e t s and bazaars, to which 
come all t h e products of tho interior of 
Syria. 


Richardson a n d I took in tho sights 
of this city without a guide, as w a s our 
custom. 
T h e Rev. Mr. H a n a m a r , of 
tho English church, told ug how to get 
about most profitably. 
We walked the 
length of the " S t r e e t Called S t r a i g h t . " 
If it were not for t h e fact that everyone 
who sees this street makes ttie same re­ 
mark, I would here state that it is not 
straight. 
However, it is* a very inter 
esting thoroughfare. 
With its wooden 
roof, its h u n d r e d s of iiieuiresqiu' 
HIIOJIH, 
and its hordes of humanity, it is unique 
among t h e streets of t h e world. 


T h e Great Mosque, which a t one time 
w a s a Christian church, is said to con­ 
tain the head of St. J o h n the Baptist. 
I t is interesting to note that the Mos­ 


lems h a v e allowed t h e following inscrip­ 
tion t o remairf on t h e walls of t h e Great 
Mosque: " T h y kingdom, O Christ, is a 
k i n g d o m of all ages, a n d t h y dominion 
lasts throughout all g e n e r a t i o n s . " 


Our train from Damascus to Beirut 
travelled a t t h e r a t e of six miles a n 
hour. A m a n can n e a r l y b e a t this walk­ 
ing. 
O u t of justice to it, however, I 
should s a y t h a t in a distance of eighty 
miles we h a d to rise three thousand feet 
to t h e ridge of t h e L e b a n o n mountains. 
F r o m t h e summit of these 
m o u n t a i n s 
beautiful 
picture w a s spread 
before 
Directly b e n e a t h us w a s Beirut, i t s 
ouses crowded in among t h e jungle of 
trees, a n d stretching out beyond t h e 
horizon w a s t h e expanse of tho white 
capped M e d i t e r r a n e a n .

in Beirut. 


The Syrian lace m e r c h a n t whom w e 
met at Afuleh while w a i t i n g for our 
t m i n 
entertained u s a t dinner. 
After 
t h e 
meal w e d r a n k 
several 
cups of 
muddy-looking T u r k i s h coffee, w i t h a n 
inch of sediment i n t h e bottom of t h e 
cup, a n d smoked a narghile, or bubble 
bubble pipe. 
F r o m our Syrian 
friend 
we learned t h a t t h e little steamer w i t h 
t h e American flag w a s t h e Virginia, of 
t h e 
Archipelago-American 
Steamship | 
Company. 
This concern w a s incorpor­ 
a t e d 
under 
t h e 
laws of 
t h e U n i t e d 
States and carried t h e S t a r s a n d Stripes, 
although i t s capital a n d 
m a n a g e m e n t 
were largely Greek. 
This a r r a n g e m e n t 
w a s designed t o serve as a m e a n s of 
protection against Turkey. 


Richardson and I concluded t h a t here 
was our chance for a free 
ride. 
W e 
would go to t h e steamship 
c o m p a n y ' s 
office, announce 
t h a t w e were 
Ameri­ 
cans, 
act like 
i m p o r t a n t 
personages, 
and demand passage to Constantinople. 


" W h e n 
does t h e Virginia leave for 
C o n s t a n t i n o p l e ! " I asked t h e m a n in 
t h e c o m p a n y ' s office after 
introducing 
Richardson a n d myself. 


I n a few d a y s — a s soon as h e r car­ 
go i s loaded. S h e d o e s n ' t ' r u n on a n y 
s c h e d u l e , " w a s h i s reply. 


" . M r . Richardson a n d I a r e s t u d y i n g 
conditions f i n S y r i a f o r an - A m e r i c a n 
newspaper syndicate, a n d w e w a n t to 
g e t passage on y o u r b o a t to Constanti­ 
n o p l e , " L told h i m . " W e a r e p a y i n g 
special a t t e n t i o n to tho commerce a n d 
shipping of this section of t h e world, 
and we wish to m a k e a favorable re­ 
port. W e notice t h a t y o u r s t e a m e r 
flies 
t h e American 
flag." 


There h a d been considerable criticism 
of t h e policy of p e r m i t t i n g foreign con­ 
cerns such as t h e Archipelago-American 
Steamship 
Company t o fly A m e r i c a n 
colors on' their ships. 
The officials of 
the company were aware of this, a n d 
when w e talked about newspapers they 
no d o u b t imagined we might use their 
company a s a n example in our write- 
ups. 


" B u t t h e Virginia is only a freight 
boat. 
She h a s n ' t a n y accommodations 
for p a s s e n g e r s , " objected t h e shipping 
man. 


" W e can p u t up with t h e c r e w , " in 
t e r r u p t e d 
Richardson, 
" I n 
fact, 
we 
would r a t h e r t r a v e l in t h a t w a y ; w e 
can get the sailor's point of view. 


" C a n you drop in again this 
after­ 
noon t I .will see w h a t I can d o , " t h e 
official concluded, after a m o m e n t ' s re 
flection. 


" R i c h , i f we d o n ' t land t h a t b o a t I 
will walk there 1 " I said, ns we s a u n t e r 
ed along tho waterfront from the steam 
ship office. 


T w o 
nights 
/later 
we 
were* 
nicely 
settled in a state-room on t h e Virginia 
adjoining 
t h e c a p t a i n ' s . 
I t was one 
of the most comfortable cabins we had 
been in. 
Across the w a y was a young 
Greek governess, a friend of the skip 
p e r ' s . 
She was also getting a free rjde 
t o Constantinople. 


The scheduled 
time for t h e regular 
passenger steamers from B e i r u t to Con 
stantinople i s three 
days. 
T h e littl 
Virginia 
see-sawed up a n d down the 
coast of Asia 
Minor, discharging a n 
1 


t a k i n g on freight, 
for 
t w o 
weeks 
Richardson and I d i d n ' t care if it took 
six months. 


W e anchored off the shore of Tripol 
b u t were unable to land on account o 
the/ city 
being 
under 
quarantine fo 
cholera. 
The little 
steamer 
continued 
on t o Alcxandretta. 
Richardson and 
went ashore here and wandered in an 
out a m o n g the markets. 
I t is a town o 
t h i r t y 
thousand 
people, and possesse 
nothing of extra-ordinary 
interest. 


The Virginia next received orders to 
go to Bayas, a small port to the north, 
for several thousand 
boxes of 
oranges 
to be brought to Alexandretta. 
Morning 
found us off the coast of Bayas. 
Dur­ 
ing the day a number of Greeks 
with 
their 
wives 
and 
daughters 
eanie on 
board. 
They were orange growers of 
Syria. 
Their presence meant jam for 
breakfast, a delicacy we didn't 
other­ 
wise get. 
Richardson nearly 
disgraced 
America by the amount he ate. 
The 


steamer r e t u r n e d t o A l e x a n d r e t t a 
t h a t 
evening a n d discharged h e r cargo of 
fruit. 


Mersina, a city of about fifty 
thou­ 
sand people, w a s t h e n e x t place on our 
itinerary. 
T h e n i g h t ' s trip proved a 
rough one. A strong wind stirred up 
a very h e a v y sea, and the little boat 
was 
tossed 
about 
tremendously. 
The 
waves broke over t h e ship, and w a t e r 
mysteriously came into our cabin, i n 
spite of t h e fact t h a t t h e portholes were 
securely closed. 
I t w a s one of t h e wet­ 
test nights of m y life; it seemed a s if 
e v e r y t h i n g 
w a s 
literally 
swimming. 
T h e w a t e r w a s a foot deep in our state­ 
room in t h e morning, and Richardson 
and I waded out of t h e cabin and dress­ 
ed in t h e saloon. 


D u r i n g 
t h e 
following 
night t h e 
steamer p u t i n t o Rhodes. 
Much to our 
regret, we were off before morning, and 
t h e r e w a s no opportunity to land. A 
short stop w a s m a d e a t Khios, a small 
town on an island of the same 
name 
off t h e coast of Asia Minor. 


N e x t day we steamed into the beauti­ 
ful b a y of S m y r n a , with the city cling­ 
ing snugly to a hundred hills, clothod 
in a g a r m e n t of evergreen. 
E v e r y sec­ 
tion of t h e world 
seems to havo i t s 
Paris, a n d S m y r n a is the P a r i s of t h e 
N e a r 
E a s t . 
T h e r e a r e m a n y 
F r e n c h 
people 
a m o n g i t s half-million 
inhabi­ 
tants, a n d the city is g a y w i t h 
cafes, 
t h e a t r e s a n d places of amusement. 
W e 
only h a d a short time to go a b o u t while 
the steamer discharged a small consign­ 
m e n t of freight. 


T w o hundred 
T u r k s were driven u p 
t h e g a n g w a y t o go as deck 
passengers 
t o Dedeagateh, a little Beaport in South 
e m T u r k e y . I t w a s a motley crowd of 
h u m a n freight t h a t huddled in bunches 
on t h e forward 
deck. 
T h o men, w i t h 
red 
feezes or soiled 
t u r b a n s a n d un­ 
k e m p t , straggly beards, were a n u n a t 
t r a c t i v e 
lot. 
T h e women, 
with 
their 
veiled faces a n d black dresses covering 
shapeless 
figures, 
d i d n ' t look liko hu­ 
man beings a t all; they had tho appear­ 
ance cf walking pyramids. 


As Richardson and I wandered t h e 


w a s given tho work of doing 
electric 
w i r i n g in one of t h e college buildings 
a t t w o dollars a d a y ; out of this he 
had to board 
nnd* lodge himself. 
The 
b e s t I could do w a s to become assistant 
instructor in physical 
culture in the 
g y m n a s i u m - at 
thirty-five 
dollars n 
month, and out of this princely sum I 


to travel only w i t h a small hnnd-bng. 


As m y boat did not leave until morn­ 
ing I now had t h e evening in which to 
stir up some excitement, and I wander­ 
ed along the streets of Constantinople 
ready to welcome anyone or a n y t h i n g 
t h a t 
came my way 
Presently a sign 
" A m e r i c a n B a r " greeted my eyes, nnd 


h a d to p a y for my board, clothes, and j in I went, t h i n k i n g that English would 
lodging, in addition to providing for 
tho m a n y and sundry w a n t s of a n Amer­ 
ican in a strange land. 


Richnrdson 
decided to nccept nnd I 
to reject our respective billets. I con­ 
cluded t h a t I would rather s t a r v e mov­ 
i n g t h a t while stationary. 
W e accord­ 
i n g l y 
agreed t o separate—Richardson 
to remain in Constantinople for a cou­ 
ple of months and I to continue on 
alone. W e were to meet later in Lon­ 
don. Before our separation w e m a d e a 
systematic a n d tourist-like conquest of 
beautiful Constantinople. 
W e w e n t up 
t h e Bosphorus and travelled in circles 
on t h e Black Sea, we explored tho in­ 
teresting b u t b n c k w a r d city itself, and 
finally 
came to the Mosque of S a n So­ 
phia. 
H e r e I took lenvo of m y friend 
a n d wo agreed to meet in London in a 
few m o n t h s ' time and cross t h e Atlan 
tic to America together. 


I m a p p e d out no i t i n e r n r y ; m y plan 
w a s simply to t r a v e l through 
Europe 
F i r s t of all. I decided to go from Con­ 
stantinople t o Greece. 
The 
first-class 
fare to A t h e n s w a s eighty francs. A t 
this r a t e my pupply of coin would not 
laBt long, a n d I k n e w I could do the 
journey 
more cheaply t h a n 
t h a t . 
Ac­ 
cordingly, I visited several 
steamship 
offices along t h e water-front. 


Accompanied b y a Greek as an inter­ 
preter I entered a dingy little office

the P i r a e u s f " I inquired of a man in 
uniform behind n counter. 


" T o m o r r o w 
morning nt 9 o'clock,' 


w a s tho reply. 


" W h a t is t h e f a r o ! " I asked.

" T h a t ' s too m u c h , " I said, starting 
t o walk awny.

" T h e r e is nothing going on tonight 
except a t t h e P a r i s c a f e , " ho replied.

women, and plenty to cat and d r i n k . " 


" W h e r e is this cafe, and how do I 
get t h e r e ! " I asked, determined to in­ 
vestigate tho establishment. 


" T h e 
proprietor 
will be here in a 
moment and you can go with h i m . " 


I n a few moments a sleek-looking 
Frenchman arrived and wns introduced, 
and in a second I wns oh" with him in a 
closed carriage for tho Paris cafe. Wo 
rode on for an hour. I t w a s nine o'clock 
in tho evening. Tho F r e n c h m a n 
could­ 
n ' t speak a word of English, nnd 1 be­ 
gan to think t h a t I w a s up against a 
knock-down and drag-out game. 1 de­ 
cided to seo t h e business through, how­ 
ever, a n d discover whnt sort of place 
this P a r i s cafe was. Finally, the car­ 
riage came to a stop and we alighted 
in front of a small house, brightly il­ 
luminated, from which sounded a bab- 
blo of laughter. There w a s not nnother 
house to be seen; from the appearance 
of tho landscapo wo might have 
been 
in tho midst of an American 
prairie. 
M y French 
companion 
and I entered 
tho house, whore I roluctnntly paid the 
equivalent of ono dollar 
admittance. 
On entering, the Frenchman 
was lost 
in tho crowd und I was left to And my 
own w a y . I seated myself at a table at 
ono end of tho largo room, ordered a 
drink, and proceeded to take in my sur­ 


roundings. 
A dozen 
or. more 
tables, 
with six or eight people sitting a t each, 
occupied half of the hall, a highly pol­ 
ished floor for dnneing took up the oth­ 
er hnlf, nnd nt one end was a stage on 
which a succession of women 
executed 
n 
series of dances, while 
the 
crowd 
cheered and applauded, 


I sat at my table unnoticed for fully 
i hour, nnd then a woman 
advanced 


and in broken 
English, 
supplemented 
with fragments of French, invited me. 
to join her party in some 
refreshments 
in an adjacent, room. I accepted, for I 
thought 1 could 
t a k e care of 
myself, 
and I had decided to investigate t h o 
place to tho limit. I joined a select 
pnrty of eight men nnd women. 
Liquor 
began to flow freely, a n d all of them 
were very solicitous t h a t I should drink 
my 
fill. 
Being suspicious of t h e whole 
proceeding, however, I decided to drink 
nothing. I had fears of being drugged, 
robbed, and thrown out into an alley to 
spend tho night.

My fears, as it turned out, were well 
founded. 
Tho g a n g became more nnd 
more 
intoxicated, 
und n t lust, 
they 
reached the point where they evidently 
thought. T wns ripe to pluck. 
Two of

mo forcibly from my money. It. would 
have been a fruitless effort if I had 
allowed it to -proceed to its c o n s u m m a ­ 
tion, for I had left all m y coin, with tho 
exception of a small 
amount, in m y 
hand-bag a t tho steamship office. 
M y 
assailants 
plunged 
towards 
mo 
liko 
tigers. 
They were so drunk t h a t 
they 
were helpless, a n d I handled them liko 
a pair of twin punehing-bngs. 
Then I 
quitted tho room—and tho P a r i s c a f e — 
leaving ono man stretched out so 
flat 
t h a t he looked like an inlaid design on 
the floor, while his pnrtner waB proppod 
up against tho side of the room. 


After this clean-up, leaving tho habi­ 
tues 
staring a t mo aghast, I calmly 
walked out of tho place, ordered a hack, 
drove to town, p u t up at a little Grook 
hotel, and had a good 
n i g h t ' s 
sleep. 
That was my solitary experience of tho 
" n i g h t l i f e " of Constantinople.

He commanded 141,000 
of these raw civilian tTOopg, and it is 
to his lasting credit that he actually 
made something like an army out of 
them. 
That he did not make the na­ 
tional guard into a splendid army was 


n e i t h e r the f a u l t of Funston or the rank 
and file of the national guard. 


General Funston is dead a t the ago 


of 52 yciirs, and his death was brought 
about by overwork and irritation caus­ 


ed by the unpreparedness of the United 
States. He was the first important, out­ 
standing victim of thin country's un- 
preparodnoss. 
Perhaps the day 
may 
Come in this country when a n officer i n 
command o f a military contingent will 
not bo worried into his grave by con­ 
flicting 
orders from a political bureau­ 
cracy.

FIELD HANDLING IMPORTANT 
IN DECAY CONTROL PROBLEM 


" O n e of the most encouraging facts 
in 
the decay 
problem 
is that 
some 
growers 
under 
exceptionally 
adverse 
conditions have 
been 
able to ulmost 
eliminate decay in their shipments to 
market," said Mr. G. Harold Powell, 
gen oral manager of the California Fruit 
Exchange. 
It 
was Mr. Powell, who, 
with his associates in the department of 
agriculture, first threw the searchlight 
on the fundumentul causes for decay at 


U time when actual losses from 
this 
source 
ranged from 11,000,000 to $1,- 
500,000 annually. 
Mr. Powell, who has 
known 
the decay 
problem 
intimately 
for fourteen years, is authority for the 
statement that the striking examples of 
decay prevention 
have been 
attained 
without extra cost to tho owners of the 
affected crop. 


" T h e 
common 
soft-rot 
of 
citrus 
fruits," says Mr. Powell, " i s 
usually 
caused, by molds that 
gain 
entrance 
through abrasions iu the skin or when 
the fruit is physiologically 
weakened. 
An unbroken skin is resistant to these 
fungi, but when the skin is broken the 
decay 
develops 
rapidly 
if 
there 
are 
present enough moisture and heat 
to 
germinate 
the fungi spores and 
start 
their growth.'' 


" I n citrus fruits the abrasions may 
vary from live to seventy live per cent 
and cause a corresponding hiss when the 
fruit 
arrives at market in bail condi­ 
tion. 
These abrasions are caused by 
the clippers in cutting fruit 
I'roni the 
tree, punctures from steins that 
have 
been cut too long, by gravel in the pick­ 
ing boxes, or twigs in the sucks, by the 
finger nails of the pickers, and by var­ 
ious factors in the packing house."

Orange trees after they are 
fifteen 
years old, begin 
to need 
rebuilding, 
and this, in most cases, means heavy 
cutting. 
No tree, especially when 
a 
great deal is expected of it, can last 
forever. 
In one direction or another its 
fruit-bearing power begins to grow less. 
Put in another way, it begins to show 
signs of wear, and certain parts become 
worn out before other parts. 
It is time 
then to get rid of the limbB which have 
done their work, so that the others may 
be benefited. An old proverb says, " I t 
is no u,se trifling with the wound which 
calls for the knife." 
A time comes to 
all our orange trees when they call for 
serious treatment, which I call heavy 
cutting; sometimes on account of age, 
sometimes because of injury, frost, etc., 


etc. 
When that time comes mere light 
pruning, cutting out brush, shaping the 
tree 
up, is only spending time 
and 
money for nothing. 


Sometimes you see a tree which is 
pretty good to look at, and which is 
bearing a good crop, but of undersized 
fruit. 
Here you have a tree which is 
carrying too much old wood, or too 
much wood for the roots to feed prop­ 
erly. 
For such a tree, heavy cutting is 
the only thing. 
1 may add, while I 
think of it, that by proper pruning of 
your orchard you will not be wasting 
your fertilizer. 
I might also say here 
that you can reduce the area of a tree 
by as much as a third, and still have as 
much fruit, and much finer fruit, on the 
inside growth which your cutting will 
bring out. 


Now, the first thing in heavy-cutting 
a tree is to cut, as a rule, to a crotch, 
such of the main limbs as may be nec­ 
essary, so that there may be plenty of 
room 
for 
the 
remainder, 
which 'will 
then have the benefit of the full sap 
stream 
of tho tree. 
Remember, . the 
weaker a tree is, the fewer the'limbs it 


IB able to properly support, but if once 
a healthy growth can be Btarted, even 
from only one limb, good results) may 
be looked for. 
.-.1. , 


Next, cut out brandies, perhaps ^good 
fruit-bearing branches, whieh"lie *Agixt 
down on the top of others, so as • to 
smother them. 
' 


Tho last thing to do is to cut out the 
weak 
green 
growth; that is to say, 
wood which has gotten to a stage when, 
if it does bear an orange, it will be a 
cull. 
Such growth can never bear any­ 
thing but culls. Always cut the under­ 
growth, and back to a crotch, which 
prevents suckering. 


By pruning a tree in the way I have 
tried to describe, you will givo-jpb^nty 
of room for all the branches to ride 
free and easy; and you will be letting 
the sunlight in so as to bring put a 
young growth of fruit spurs, of from 
two to six inches long, all through.the 
tree. 
Such spurs will carry from one 
to three oranges each. This inside fruit 
will bo better in size, smoother, pret­ 
tier and better to sell than tho outside 
fruit. 
Inside Valencias bring at least 
20 cents a box moro than outside, so 
that even if a tree should cost as much 
as $1 to prune, the extra fruit of extra 
quality will very quickly put the out­ 
lay back in the grower's pocket. . 


I would liko to say a word 
about 
heavy cutting for frost injury. 
Those 
who heavy-cut 
their 
trees after 
tho 
1913 frost had a good recovery. 
Tho 
trees made lots of new growth, and bore 
a fair crop the next year. Many orch­ 
ards which wero not then cut heavily, 
and have not been cut since, have never 
as yet carried anything of a crop, and 
an- surely and steadily going backward. 
I cut a 20-year-old lemon grove in May, 


1013, 
three months after tho frost; thu 
crop was destroyed, tho bark of many 
trees was split, and main limbs wore 
killed clear back. 
I cortainly cut thoso 
trees heavily, and was blamed by many 
for cutting as I did, but the first c r o p - 
about 18 months later—run close to 12 
boxes a tree, and a big percentage was 
best grade fruit 
as well. 
Trees, of 
course, should not bo cut too soon after 
a frost, but when you con plainly see 
how far back the limbs are killed, and 
then you must be sure to cut buck to 
live wood. 


To prove the real value of heavy cut­ 
ting, all you need do is have an exper­ 
ienced man g o into a grove, and cut, 
say, three rows iu this way, nnd do only 
light pruning on the rest. 
When crop 
time comes the fruit 
on those 
three 
rows will surely please you. 


. Here, then. I have tried to put down 
my heavy cutting notions as plainly as 
possible, but I wouldn't liko anyone t o 


go 
into his orchard 
and start 
in t o 
prune from the brief description of a 
job that sounds simpler than it is. 


1 've 
seen 
folks 
look 
scared 
when, 
they saw a tree which had been heavily 
cut, but 
1 've noticed that they carried 
a different 
sort of look when they saw 
the fruit.on the tree a year later.

not g e t t i n g a n y exercise. 


A good t h i n g to keep t a k i n g the larg­ 
er chickens awny from t h e crowd; t h e 
others then get a chance for a full meal 
in peace, especially t h e pullets and t h e 
weaker birds.

stuff. 


A shell with a small depression at t h e 
pointed end never can be depended on 
to hatch. 


A liberal and varied supply of shell 
and slaked lime is necessary; it gives 
a hen much more trouble to make t h e 
shell than to m a k e the contents of the 
shell.

New Liquid Gas 
. Method Tried Out 


S. A. Stowell of Charter Oak Chosen by 
Manufacturers to Experiment 
With 
Liquified 
Hydrocyanic 
Gas—Several 
Advantages Claimed fojj Product. 


(By S. A. Stowell.) 
Since the extension experiments con­ 
ducted by D. W. Coquillett of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, sent to Cali­ 
fornia in 1880, to find means of success­ 
fully 
destroying the cottony 
cushion 
scale (Icerya I'urchasi) 
whirvh threat­ 
ened the very life of the orange busi- 
noxs at that time, resulted in his .dis­ 
covery that hydrocyanic acid gas, be­ 
cause of its rapid generation, complete 
diffusion through the air, and its poison­ 
ous qualities, was the most satisfactory 
of all methods used in killing the scale 
down to the present time, especially 
since using cyanide from a sodium base, 
there has been constant study and ex­ 
perimentation to get away from the 
resulting residue left in the orchard af­ 
ter the generation of the gas, the same 
not only being of no practical value as 
a fertilizer, but a menace, often burn­ 
ing up and killing the soil where it 
was deposited for some length of time. 


To get away 
from 
these 
troubles, 
Home six years ago the Dingle Brothers, 
of Los Angeles, invented a portable 
machine that could be drawn through 
the orchard by a horse, and the hydro- 
cyanide acid gas generated as needed 
nt each tree, leaving the rpsidue in the 
machine, which usually was dumped out 
in a small stream through middle of 
space between trees in the orchard, and 
in some cases dumped in gutters along 
the street, frequently causing damage 
to streot trees. 


These machines were greatly perfect­ 
ed during the following years, until they 
came into general use two years ago in a 
machine known as the " Cyanofumer." 
Nevertheless, whilo the best practical 
method nnd results in fumigating have 
been obtained with their use, there has 
been a constant complaint from orch- 
urdists that the machines knock off too 
much fruit, break too many twigs and 
limbs, and that there seems no place 
to put the residue from tho machines. 
Tho orchardist doesn't want it in his 
orchard, neither does he like to have 
it in tho streot adjoining, so the fumi- 
gator in somo instances has been put to 
his wits to dispose of it satisfactorily 
without hurting anyone's feeling, 


To meet these difficulties, the, Binglo 
Brothers, not satisfied 
with the ma­ 
chines, through constant study, and ex­ 
periments, have, during the past season 
become pioneers again along another 
line, and have manufactured a product 
known as liquid hydrocyanic gas,'con­ 
ducting experiments with same through­ 
out the citrus districts of California, 
apparently with marked success fn kill­ 
ing the scale, and ease of handling the 
new product under vnrying conditions 
of temperature. 


Liquid hydrocyanic acid gn»,.is made 
by dissolving the sodium cyanide crys­ 
tals in water and generating the gas 
the same as with the prosent machine, 
tho gas first passing through a drum on 
top of the muchine containing 
baffle 
plates to intercept the gas while it is 
being heated, to make it dry and keep 
it moving through a pipe into an air­ 
tight dome from which drop a large 
number of fluos open at each end, be­ 
tween which there is constantly being 
circulated a freezing mixture of am­ 
monia salt water, which froezes tho gas 
and condenses it so that from tho lower 
end of tho flues it flows into an iron 
container, from which it is drawn off 
into tight containers to be transferred 
to the orchard us needed. 


Last week, Mr. S. A. Stowell of Char­ 
ter Oak, one of tho most progressive 
fumigators of tho stnto, received "carte 
blane" from tho Dingle Brothers to 
have manufactured into "liquid g a s " 
L'OO pounds of cynniile anil to take and 
use same in a commercial way oa his 
own orchards in varying strengths, in 
order to find out tho weak points of 
new' mothods and show the best practi­ 
cal method of handling the new pro­ 
duct. 
That it was now beyond tho ex­ 
perimental stage, and could now be 
placed in tho hands of fumigators, and 
with ordinary caution be used in the art 
of fumigating. 


After watching the manufacture of 
the gns previously described, wo turned 
this liquid cyanide over to our fumi- 
guting crew, who drew it off into a 
small tank, capacity two gallons, con­ 
taining 
the equivalent of thirty-two 
pounds of dry cyanide, mounted on a 
light stand connected up with a gradu­ 
ate calculated to moasure tho proper 
dose in ounces, together with a small 
hnnd pump and a short length to reach 
under tho tree, on the end of which 
were a couple of spray nozzzles, tho 
whole weighing, loaded, about thirty- 
five pouuds. Aftor plucing the tent over 
tho tree in tho ordinary manner, and 
measurements being given to the "gen­ 
erator," who carried 
this small ma­ 
chine louded in ono hand, he placed tho 
end of the pipe on the end of which 
were*1he spray nozzles, under the edge 
of tho tent, so tho spray nozzles turned 
up inside the tent, then opened a valve, 
and let into the graduate the proper 
amount of liquid gas, after which the 


valve was closed, the pump 
handle 
raised, from which it was ejected on 
the 
downward 
stroke of the pump, 
through the nozzles into a very fine 
spray, out into the air under the tree, 
where it immediately on coming in con- 
tnct with the air is changed into hydro­ 
cyanic gas, and does its work the same 
as the gas—whether generated by the 
old pot system or by the machine meth­ 
od. 


There is no claim that the new meth­ 
od of application will be any less ex­ 
pensive than former methods. Some of 
the advantages are: 


Owing to liquifying a dry gas, we 
will get away from that part of the 
burning of trees and fruit, caused by 
sulphuric acid particles being present 
in former methods of generation, al­ 
though the burning caused by hydro- 
cyanide acid gas will bo the same. „ 


The matter of residue, the greatest 
disadvantage of the present methods, 
would be entirely 
eliminated, as it 
would all be taken care of at place 
where liquid gas plants were located. 


It would obviate the soaking out of 
present^ machines every few days to 
keep them clean, and the glass graduate 
gives operator the advantage of at all 
times seeing that he ismsing the pro­ 
per amount of liquid. 


Other advantages come from the fact 
of not using horses to draw gas ma­ 
chines through 
orchard, which cause 
more or less injury to the trees from 
breaking off twigs and limbs and pull­ 
ing off fruit, to say nothing of breaking 
down the orchardists' ridges and fur­ 
rows, destroying some of the green crop, 
and causing much extra labor for the 
orchardist. 


It is too oarly yet to obtain the re­ 
sults on tho scale of work done on Mr. 
Stowell's 
orchard, 
where 
work was 
done in blocks nlongside of other blocks 
using the machine method of genera­ 
tion, and using the various 
dosage 
schedules, so that 
ultimately a very 
fair comparison may be made by ex­ 
perts in such matters.
